CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I. 


Sec.  1.  The  Association  shall  be  known  as 
"The  Harbour  Marine  Veterans'  Shipbuilding 
Association." 

Sec.  2.    Aims  and  Objects : 

(a)  To  safet^uard  and  promote  the  welfare 
of  The  Harbour  Marine  Company.  Ltd.,  and  its 
Employees. 

(b)  To  assist  in  adjusting  any  disputes  that 
may  arise  between  the  Employees  and  the  Com- 
pany. 

(c)  To  inculcate  and  foster  the  spirit  of  mu- 
tual confidence  and  co-operation  between  Em- 
ployer and  Employees. 

(d)  To  jiive  opportunity  for  free  discussion 
of  matters  relatintt  to  the  Yard,  so  that  all  part- 
ties  concerned  can  obtain  a  fair  hearing. 

(e)  To  insure  that  proper  provision  is  made 
for  the  sick  or  needy  amongst  those  veterans 
who  meet  with  mishap  while  working  for  this 
Company. 

(f)  To  insure  that  some  provision  is  made 
for  the  widows  and  orphans  of  veterans  who  die 
while  in  the  service  of  this  Company. 

(g)  To  constantly  inculcate  loyalty  to  Brit- 
ish Columbia,  Canada  and  the  Empire. 

(g)  To  support  the  properly  constituted  au- 
authorities  in  the  maintenance  of  law  and  order. 


ARTICLE    II. 

MEMBERSHIP 

Sec.  1  Any  person  who  has  served  in  His 
Majesty's  Navy  or  Army  employed  by  the  Har- 
bour Marine  Company.  Limited,  is  eligible  for 
membership. 

ASSOCIATE  MEMBERSHIP 

Any  person  of  either  sex  other  than  those 
mentioned  in  Sec,  I  is  eligible  for  associate 
membership. 

The  Naval  Architect,  Chief  Engineer,  and 
Secretary  of  the  Company,  by  virture  of  their 
oflRce,  shall  be  honorary  members  of  this  As- 
sociation. 

Applications  for  membership  shall  be  made 
to  the  Secretary  of  the  Association  together  with 
the  entrance  fee  of  $2.00. 

Any  person  ceasing  to  be  employed  by  the 
Harbour  Marine  Company,  Limited,  shall  auto- 
matically cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

Dues  of  $1.00  per  month  will  become  due 
from  second  pay-day  after  entrance,  until  such 
time  as  $1,000  has  accumulated. 

ARTICLE  III. 

1  The  officers  of  this  Association  shall  con- 
sist of  a  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary 
and  Treasurer. 

2  There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee 
composed  of:-  The  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary.  Treasurer,  together  with  the  Chair- 
man of  each  Sub-Committee. 
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3  There  shall  he  a  Finance  Committee  of 
three  who  shall  serve  for  six  months. 

4  There  shall  he  an  Auditinji  Committee  of 
three  who  shall  serve  for  three  months. 

5  There  shall  he  a  Visitinji  Committee  of 
five  who  shall  serve  for  three  months. 

6  There  shall  be  a  Sports  and  Entertain- 
ment C/ommittee  of  seven  who  shall  serve  for 
three  months. 

7  There  shall  be  a  Fire  Committee  of  six 
who  shall  serve  for  six  months. 

8  There  shall  be  a  Grievance  Committee 
composed  of  one  representative  elected  to  re- 
present each  trade,  who  shall  serve  for  six 
months, 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Funds  of  the  Association  connot  be  di- 
vided between  the  Members,  but  remain  the  pro- 
perty of  the  Association  so  lonjj  as  fifty  remain. 
In  case  there  be  less  than  fifty  members,  the 
funds  shall  be  surrendered  to  some  responsible 
chfiritable  Institutions  workinj^  for  the  benefit 
of  ex-service  men  and  their  dependents. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Men  injured  in  the  employment  of  the  Com- 
pany shall,  subject  to  a  Doctor's  Certificate,  re- 
ceive $5.00  per  day  for  the  first  three  days  and 
$1.50  per  day  while  receiving  compensation  un- 
der the  Workmans'  Compensation  Act,  so  long 
as  funds  permit. 
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ARTICLE  VI. 

Sec.  1.  This  Constitution  and  By-laws  may  tw 
changed,  amended  or  abrogated,  by  u  vote  of 
two-  thirds  of  the  members  present  at  a  regular 
meeting  of  the  Association,  provided  that  a  no- 
tice in  writing  be  posted  on  the  notice  board  and 
read  at  two  successive  regular  meetings  previous 
to  the  action  of  the  Association  thereon. 

Sec.  2.  This  Constitution  and  By-laws  to 
take  effect  from  the  date  of  their  adoption. 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE  L       y 

Sec  1  The  regular  meeting  of  this  Associa- 
tion shall  be  held  every  first  Wednesday  of  ««<"}; 
month,  and  the  Executive  v:ommittee  shall 
meet  whenever  called  upon  by  the  President  or 
notified  by  him  through  the  Secretary. 

Sec.  2  The  hours  of  meeting  of  this  Assoca- 
tion  shall  be  at  4.30  p.  m 

Sec.  3.  Twenty  members  of  this  Associa- 
tion, including  the  Officers  shall  constitute  a 
quorum 

ARTICLE  IL 

Sec.  1.  The  President  shall  fill  all  vacancies 
on  committees,  but  such  appointments  shall  be 
subject  to  the  approval  of  tUc  Association. 

ARTICLE  IIL 

Sec.  I.  If  any  member  of  a  committee,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  Association,  neglects  to  per- 


form  his  duties,  another  member  shall  be  chosen 
for  the  balance  of  his  term. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

Sec.  1.  Any  motion,  resolution,  complaint, 
etc.  which  any  member  intends  to  put  forward 
at  a  General  Meeting,  must  be  handed  to  the 
Secretary  in  writing,  at  least  twenty-four  hours 
before  the  meeting. 

Sec.  2.  For  meeings  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee the  Secretary  shall  notify  each  member. 

Sec.  3.  For  meetings  of  the  Sub-Committees, 
the  Chairman  of  each  Concmittee  shall  be  re- 
sponsible for  notifying  his  own  Committee  of  its 
meetings. 

Sec.  4.  At  any  meeting  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  five  members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

Sec.  5.  At  any  meetings  of  the  Sub-Com- 
mittees three  members  shall  form  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  V. 

Sec.  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President 
to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Association, 
preserve  order,  enforce  the  Constitution,  and 
vigilantly  watch  over  the  interests  of  the  Asso- 
ciation; when  the  members  are  equally  divided 
he  shall  have  the  deciding  vote  on  all  questions. 
He  shall  sign  all  orders  drawn  on  the  Treasurer 
as  shall  be  ordered  to  be  paid  by  the  Finance 
Committee  in  compliance  with  a  vote  of  the  ma- 
jority of  all  the  members  present  at  any  stated 
meeting.  Ke  shall  have  the  power  to  call  a  meet- 
ing whenever  he  deems  it  necessary,  or  when 
required  by  ten  or  more  members,  and  perform 


such  other  duties  as  this  Associotion  may  re- 
qjire.  The  President  shall  take  no  part  in  any 
debate  while  in  the  chair,  but  shall  call  the 
Vice-President  or  any  qualified  member  to  the 
chair  when  he  wishes  to  debate  on  any  question. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Pres- 
ident to  assist  the  President  in  preserving  order 
at  all  meetings,  preside  during  his  absence  and 
perform  the  duties  devolving  upon  the  President. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer 
to  keep  just  and  true  accounts  between  the  Ass- 
ociation and  its  members.  He  shall  receive  all 
initiation  fees  and  dues.  He  shall  keep  a  correct 
account  of  all  benefits  donated  to  the  Association, 
giving  names,  dates  and  amounts.  He  shall  give 
a  quarterly  report,  and  at  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  Office  shall  turn  over  all  books,  papers, 
and  property  belonging  to  the  Association  to  his 
successor  in  Office.  He  shall  at  all  times  have 
his  books  ready  for  investigation  by  the  Auditing 
Committee. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
to  keep  on  record,  accurately,  the  minutes  and 
proceedings  of  all  meetings  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  5.  He  shall  file  all  correspondence  of 
the  Association  for  future  referece.  He  shall 
attend  to  all  correspondence  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  6.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the 
bank  by  any  one  without  the  signatures  of  the 
President  and  Treasurer  of  this  Association. 

Sec.  7.  Visiting  Committee.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  at  least  one  member  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  to  visit  the  sick  and  injured  within 
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two  days  of  the  accident  and  report  in  writing 
at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  Association. 

Sec.  8.  Finance  Committee.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Finance  Committee  to  examine  all 
accounts  before  they  are  paid  and  report  on 
same. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Sec  1      Any  question  arising  which  is  not 
prov^ed  for  by  Ihe  Constitution  shall  be  decided 

remporally  by  the  ^^^^^^^""X^l^^^TJihe^^^^^ 
proval  of  the  next  General  Meeting  of  the  Asso 

elation.

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RULES  OF  ORDER 


During  the  continuance  of  the  meeting  silence 
must  be  observed,  the  officers  and  members  re- 
taining their  respective  seats,  and  no  member 
shall  be  allowed  to  leave  the  room  without  the 
permission  of  the  Chair. 

No  member  shall  by  conversation  or  other- 
wise interrupt  the  proceedings  of  the  Associa- 
tion or  refuse  to  obey  the  Chair. 

The  President,  while  presiding,  shall  state 
every  question  coming  before  the  Association, 
and  immediately  before  putting  it  to  a  vote, 
shall  ask.  "Are  you  ready  for  the  question?" 
Should  no  member  rise  to  speak,  he  shall  lise 
and  state  the  question;  and  after  he  has  risen, 
no  member  shall  be  permitted  to  speak  upon  it, 
and  he  shall  pronou.ice  the  decision  of  the  Asso- 
ciation upon  all  subjects. 

Every  member,  when  he  speaks  or  offers  a 
motion,  shall  rise  and  respectfully  address  the 
Presiding  Officer.  While  speaking  he  shall  con- 
fine himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  avoid- 
ing all  personalities  and  indecorous  language,  as 
well  as  any  reflection  upon  the  Association  or 
its  members.  Should  two  or  more  members  rise 
at  the  same  time,  the  Chair  shall  de('ide  who  is 
entitled  to  the  floor.  No  member  shall  disturb 
another  in  his  speech,  unless  to  call  him  to  order 
for  words  spoken.  If  a  member  while  speaking 
shall  be  culled  to  order  at  the  request  of  the 
Chaii,  he  shall  cease  speaking  and  take  his  seat 
until  the  question  of  order  is  determined,  when, 
if  permitted,  he  may  proceed. 
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No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on 
the  same  question  until  all  the  members  wish- 
ing to  speak  shall  have  an  opportunity  to  do  so, 
and  not  more  than  twice  without  permission 
froTi  the  Chair. 

Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the 
question  when  the  sense  will  admit  of  it. 

When  a  question  is  before  the  Association, 
no  motion  shall  be  received  unless  to  close  the 
previous  question,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone 
for  a  certain  time,  to  refer,  and  to  amend ;  the 
first  three  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  the  author- 
ity to  decide  all  questions  not  herein  provided. 
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
